Heavy Infantry Fighting is in 
Progress to Northwest of 
Verdun

LONDON, May 8——An entire system 
of trenches near the top of Hill 304, 
northwest of Verdun, has been cap- 
tured by the Germans, according to 
Berlin, and the French state that in 
the fighting ‘the Germans suffered 
heavy casualties. Berlin claims forty 
otticers and 1,280 soldiers were made 
prisoners, 

Paris reports that, to the east of 
the hill, the Germans were driven from 
a communication trench which they 
previously had penetrated, and that 
to the qyest of the hill a German 
assault dgainst French positions at 
Hill 287 was put down by French fire.

Fund is voluntary. The obligation 
is as real as though it were com- 
pulsory, 


Now that the worst is past we 
may ask ourselves with profit: 
Where, oh where, would the Brit- 
ish Empire be by this time if we 
had blundered into war with Ger- 
many lone-handed? 

Berlin having promised to re- 
spect international law on condi- 
tion that the British fleet stops 
squeezing the life out of Germany, 
Washington accepts the promise, 
ignores the condition, and hopes 
for the best. 

Collections for the Patriotie 
Fund were not so good last month. 
This means that some contributors 
have been unable to stand the 
pace, These casualties in the 
ranks of the army of contributors 
must be replaced. Recruits are 
needed. 


The greater the assurance that 
their dependants will be provided 
for, the more readily will men 
offer their services at the front. 
One of the surest ways of killing 
enlistment would be to let the de- 
pendents of those who have en- 
listed suffer want, 

It would be fairer, of course, 
and in every way better if the 
Patriotic Fund were collected by 
taxation imposed upon all. But 
that has not been done. Until it 
is done the duty of providing the 
money is imposed upon those who 
can give and are willing to do so. 


riotie Fund have issued a state- 
ment correcting an impression that 
the soldier’s wife is liable to be 
cut off the list if she takes casual 
employment. They explain that 
so long as this does not involve 
leaving her children in neglect the 
penalty is not imposed. That is 
as it should be. 

Von Jagow’s note would almost 
leave a stranger to suppose that it 


was the British navy that had 
been carrying on piracy. If it 
were addressed to a resident of 
Mars it might align him on the 


side of Kultur. But addressed to 
the head of a great nation, whose 
business it has been to study the 
facts of the case, it can be con 
strued only as an insult to his in- 
telligence, 

The government of Great Brit- 
ain risked the existence of the 
Empire and left civilization in 
peril in an effort to avoid compul 
sory military service; and has 
now adopted it as the alternative 
to defeat. To minds capable of 
appreciating facts that will close 
the argument as to the relative 
merits of voluntarism and compul 
sion as a means of national de 
fence. There is nothing more to 
be said on behalf of the do-as-vou 
please system. 

Thanks to the French and the 
Russians, Great Britain had time 
to experiment with voluntary en 
listment while Germany wore it 
self down trying to get at the 
Vitals of the Empire. One experi 
ment of the sort should be enough, 
both for Britain and for the over- 
sea Dominions. We cannot rely 
on miracles being repeated. We 
may not always have the French 
and the Russians to hold our foe 
until we get ready to tight him 
Hereafter we should have som 
system of Imperial defence that 
would make the whole manhood 
of the Empire available when 
wanted without coaxing or delay.

thousand dollars per month to pro- 
vide Patriotic Fund allowances to 
the dependents of a battalion, That 
is, for each battalion recruited 
there is needed a battalion of con- 
tributors giving five dollars per 
month to the fund, or the equiv- 
alent of that, It might be possible 
to carry on organization work 
along that line with good results. 
Suppose when a battalion is re 
eruited there was an effort made 
to also enlist contributors in each 
locality in proportion to the num- 
ber of men recruited trom that 
point. That would tend to keep 
the contributions growing in di- 
rect proportion to the growth of 
the demands upon the fund.

LINER VENEZIA 
ESCAPED FROM 
GERMAN “SUB” 


_—— 


Chase Took Place in Mid-Ocean— 
Believed Raiders Are Bound 
For American Coast 

NEW YORK, May 8—The — report 
that the Fabre Hne steamship Venezia 
was attacked and chased by two Ger- 
man commerce raiders and submar- 
ines in mid-sen on May 1 was denicd 
today by Captain Bonifacio, the ship- 
master, in making his report to the 
Fabre line office and to Captain Gaunt, 
British naval attache. 

NEW YORK, May 8.—-News that 
two German submarines were on their 
way to the American coast under con- 
voy of ‘two commerce raiders was 
brought to New York yesterday by 
the Fabre liner Venezia, which nar- 
rowly escaped capture by her suporior 
speed, The chase took pirce on April 
29, when the Venezia was 1200 miles 
out from Bordeaux and about 1800 
miles from New York. 

British naval reserve officers in New 
York on merchant ships said that two 
raiders. probably. had escaped from 
Kiel on the night of. February 28, in 
contipany with: the Grief, which was 


sunk the following morning in the 
North Sea by thé British cruiser 
Andes. Four raiders got out at that 


time and the sighting of two by the 
Venezia on April 29 leaves one more 
to be accounted for, / 

Captain Bonifacio, who is a tact- 
turn man and averse to publicity, re- 
fused to give any account of the in- 
cident, and salt Me wonld make his 
report to the agvhtryf the Fabre Line 
and the French consul, 

Lost’ at Sundown. 

The following account of the inci- 
dent was given yesterday by a respon- 
sible member of the ships company, 
who would not allow his name to be 
used. He was on deck and took notes 
of what happened from the time the 
raiders were sighted, shortly after 
noon, until they were lost to sight ai 
sundown: 

“We left Bordeaux on April 24 ond 
had fairly good weather crossing the 
Bay of Biscay into the’ Atlantic, and 
were averaging about 14 knots. We 
were within 1800 miles of New York 
at noon on April 29 

About 12:30 the officer on the bridge 
sighted a two masted steamship with 
one funnel about four miles away on 
the port bow, steaming> toward our 
track as if to cut us off. A few min- 
utes later we saw the flash of a gun 
from her side, followed by the report, 
which the captain, who was thon on 
the bridge, took as a signal to stop. 
There had been rumors at Bordeuux 
before we left that two or three Ger- 
man raiders had got out of Kiel, which 
caused the captain to keep a strict 
lookout for any strange or suspicious 
vessels. The stranger, as he came 
closer, appeared to be o merchant 
vessel of about 3,900 grose tons. She 
did not display any colors or sighals 
and apparently had no wireless on her 
masts. The masts, funnel and hull 
were all black. 

Fired At Linor, 

“About that time smoke was seen 
on the starboard coming from a much 
larger vessel which was‘steaming ‘o- 
wards the Venezia at high speed 
Directly the gun was fired that vesse! 
put her helm to port and she stecred 
across our bows to meet the smaller 
crift, ’ 

“This confirmed Captain Bonifacio's 
suspicions that the vessels were com- 
merce raiders and he ajtered his 
course to ‘port and ordered full speed 
nhead, Several of the firemen had 
heard the gun fire from the forecastle 
deck where they were sitting and 
smoking, and directly they heard the 
Germans were after them all hands 
went below and stoked her, 

“The two raiders came within hail- 
ing distance of cach other away to 
the starboard beam of our ship, and 
stopped for a few minutes—for con- 
versation apparently, The second yes- 
sel was about 6,000 gross tons, but 
owing to the clouds of smoke she was 
pouring forth it was difficult to see 
what she was like. 

Gave Up the Chase. 

“Judging from the speed fn ap- 
proaching her smaller consort — she 
could have easily captured the Ven- 
ezia, but, to our surprises she swung 
around and went away to the west- 
ward, leaving her companion to deal 


with us, 
“The reason for her leaving the 
Venezia was because the big raider 


was convoying two submarines, which 
could be seen through glasses close 
alongside her, with vapor coming 
from their short funnels, 

“Directly she had parted from her 
consort the smaller raider swung 
round and came after us rapidly, firing 
about a dozen shells, which fell some 
distance away. Her intention was to 
head off the Venezia, but she lacked 
the speed, After continuing the chase 
for several hours until it began to get 
dark, the raiders fired four more shots 
at a distance of about three and a half 
miles on our starboard beam and then 
steamed away. One of the.shots struck 
about 500 yards from the Venezia and 
made a big splash which could be 
plainly seen from the deck,”

with Turkey, and all the atrocities 
since the war began, said he was sure 
the first thing upon which they were 
all agreed Was the necessity of a mo- 
ral basis for action. They believed 
that and that the moral basis was ob- 
viously right not might, and right not 
expediency, Another conclusion was 
that there was no difference between 
morality in connection with individ- 
uals and morality in connection with 
states. Whatever was not right for 
the individual was not right for the 
community. The deplorable state of 
affairs in Germany was due to a de- 
sire not to be guided by this moral 
principlé, Purther anything that was 
politically wrong could never be 
morally right, and further there was 
no essential fundamental distinction 
between morality for one and morality 
for all, 

“Phey should not forget, be empha- 
sised, that there was a fundamental 
aistinction. between right and wronys 
and if their children were not clear on 
this fundamental, eternal and it 
able difference then as individual 
as a community they would suite 
This war, he declares, was essenti: 
u war of freedom against bondage 
righteousness against unrighteousness, 
It was a war of freedom against tyr- 
anny, for kindness against brutality 
Dr. Thomas in leading up to thes 
conclusions and in passing judgement 
on the German nature aroused the 
feeling of his audience in particular 
by what he read from the officlal re- 
ports of the revolting treatment of the 
prisoners in the camp at Wittenberg
